Wasnmoron, D. C. June 9.—The Democratie 
back-down took on very marked proportions in 
the House to-day. In fact, in the first place 
Mr. Atkins reported a substitute for the Legis- 
lative bill so changed in several particulars as 
to suit the Republican members of the Appro- 
priations Committee, and secured their co- 
operation on the floor.

THE DARK SIDE OF THE ZULU WAR. 

The London Spectator of May 24 presents 
the dark side of the British campaign against 
the Zulus, and submits to ite readers a calm 
statement of realities from official reports 
and the letters of unprejudiced eorrespond- 
ents, which not only offsets the glowing ac- 
counts of the bravery of the troops, but will 
tend to make the war an unpopular one with 
the English people. In commenting upon 
the war, the Spectator says : 

„It ts impossible for any Englishman, whether 
opposed to the war in Zululand or not, to read the 
accounts from South Africa without a feeling of 
distress, A British army is being whittled away 
there, without either glory ot reward. The Royal 
Dake Commanding-in-Chief himself stated on 
Monday night, in the House of Lords, that the war 
in South Africa, which ought to be a small one to 
an Empire like this, ‘‘imposed a serious strain 
upon the army”; and now it appears 
as if, with all this serious strain, we had not ob- 
tained an efiective, or at all events a movable, 
force. Lord Cazimsrogp is now in command of 
hearly 30,000 men of all kinds, of whom 16, 000 are 
British regulars, besides 3,000 more on their way, 
and has received stores of sach amount that it 
is almest impossible to transport them; yet the 
great advance toward Ulundi, which may very well 
be only the beginning of a long campaign, was not 
expected to commence before the middle of May, 
if even then. If the advance is delayed beyond 
May, the grase in Zululand will be fired, and, as the 
oxen cannot drag their own forage and the stores 


to, t will be necessary to wait another year, at 
an expense which, even to a soldier, must be 


frightful to coiitempiate. ” 

It would appeaz.on the surface that this 
war with the Zulu savages should be a com- 
paratively small one, not involving extraor- 
dinary expense; but already, according to 
the London Times, it has reached the di- 
mensions of the Crimean war, and, although 
the army has not advaneed a mile into the 
Zulu territory, has already plunged the Gev- 
ernment into an expense which may seriously 
damage ite finances. The city article of the 
Times states that the expenditure in South 
Africa already amounts to $2,500,000 per 
week. It says: It is certain that the Gov. 
ernment has been drawing bills very heavily 
from South Africa for some time back. The 
bills are remitted through the Standard Bank 
of British South Africa, by whom they are 
either held in London till maturity, or dis- 
counted in the open market. A large float- 
ing liability is thus accumiulating quite 
outside the ordinary borrowing chan- 
nels. of the Government, and sooner 
or later it must lead to considerable remit- 
tances of bullion to the Oape.” Much of 
the costliness of this war, it appears, grows 
out of the ies of transporta- 
tion. The army has to carry its own sup- 
plies in a country without roads, where oxen 
are procured with extreme difficulty, and 
drivers are impossible to obtain, as they will 
not go beyond the frontier, and the soldiers 
cannot drive the oxen, 

Still more disheartening than the expense 
of this war is its fatality. Though the Brit- 
ish have had several engagements with the 
Zulus, they have not fought one yet which 
has been decisive in results, or one which 
has enabled them to advance into the Zulu 
country with safety. Their fighting thus 
far has been defensive in character and for 
the purpose of holding positions. Their 
operations have not even yet made Natal 
secure from invasion, and yet fully 2,500 of 
the best troops in the English service have 
been sacrificed, They have to contend 
not only with the wily Zulus, who 
fight with unprecedented bravery and 
desperation, but with disease, fatigue, pesti- 
lential water, and with the depressing 
influences of the South African climate. 
The supply of doctors is very small, and no 
attention is paid to sanitary, precautions. A 
correspondent of the London Standard, who 
rode from the Tugela River to Ginglihovo, 
found the road strewn with dead and dying 
horses and oxen, which made the atmosphere 
almost intolerable. Arrived at Ginglinovo, 
he found the Sixtieth Rifles, ond of the finest 


‘regisaents in the service, in a horrible condi- 
tion, without tents and without proper food or 


water, ninety-three men on the sick list, and 
400 men on the visiting list, nearly dll being 
colic, and diarrhea. He 
says: “The Colonel was sick, and unable 
to move; the Senior Captain was doubled 


| the ranks, and only three officers fit to 
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than $800,000 have been stolen, and though 
the names and persons of all who had any 
part or agency in this expenditure ‘are 
known, and the fact of the robbery freely 
admitted, the Treasury and Law Depart- 
ments of the Government and the United 
States District Court, aided by special coun- 
sel and a jury, have all united in a formal 
judicial declaration that nobody stole any 


All those who in any shape were responsi- ‘ 
ble for the gafe keeping of the property 
taken are known; nevertheless, nobody is 
guilty. The theory that seems to have pre- 
vailed at Washington has been that the 
$800,000 maliciously took wings and went 
off without any human: agency, and there- 
foré no person was guilty of any crime. 

We suppose that we state nothing new, or 
anything that is not notorious, when we say 
that all the facts and all the circumstances, 
from the beginning to the end, establish 
clearly and unquestionably deep moral and 
legal guilt; a well-established knowledge 
of this guilt in the office of the Treasury 
Department and in the office of the 
Department of Public Justice; a well- 
defined purpose on the part of both of these 
Departments to screen, protect, and acquit 
all the persons guilty of any share in this 
$800,000 robbery ; and that this purpose has 
been carefully adhered to from the begin- 
ning, the late so-called trial. being the dis- 
graceful windup of a prearranged and pre- 
destined determination. It should be stated 
that the Law and Treasury Departments at 
Washington did try to save to the Govern- 
ment the cost of the recent trial; they knew 
beforehand that there was to be no bona fide 
prosecution, and, of course, no conviction, 
and therefore laudably endeavored to save 
the expense of atrial. What they should 
have done, however, was to have announced 
in the beginning that the robbery 
of . $800,000 of the publie money 
in the construction of the building, 
and all the persons personally and officially 
responsible therefor, were under the protec- 
tion at least of two Departments of the Gov- 
ernment, and, this having been avowed, the 
popular delusion that the Government was 
seeking to punish the great and wholesale 
scheme of plunder through the machinery of 
the law would have been 

The Government undertook to erect a 
brick building in the City ef Chicago. That 
it might be more ornamental, it was con- 
cluded to veneer the outer walls of brick with 
rotten Cincinnati sandstone; the magnitude 
of the job may be estimated from the fact 
that in the price of this rotten stone, in the 
sogering of its cutting, double cost of its haul- 
ing, and laymg, the United States 
were plundered and robbed of much 
more than $800,000 cash, to say noth- 


Washington to the quarries at Cincinnati, 
and thence to the building. Each stone as it 
was quarried became historical. Its in- 
spection was noted; the day and hour at 
which it was put under the saw and the 
chisel were recorded; the time consumed in 
standing round, and the wages paid loafing 
over each of these stones for the wall, were 
written up, and the whole cost of each as it 
progressed was forwarded to Washington; 
and thence came back the orders on the dis- 
bursing agent to pay therefor, and no one at 
Washington seems even to have been aware 
that there was anything unusual or 
extraordinary in the fact that some 
of these stones cost for alleged labor 
something approximating their own weight 
in coin. All the men employed in this bus:- 
ness, from the designing architects down to 
the hod-carrier, according to the result of 
the trial, were honest and honorable men, 
and competent and vigilant men; and, though 
the daily and weekly cost of alleged labor on 
each of these stones was daily made out, so 
that the evidence of fraud; dishonesty, con- 
spiracy, and robbery was complete on the 
face of the bills, the orders for the payment 
of the bills were never interrupted, but were 
mailed with due punctuality. TheArchitect 
Bureau of the Treasury Department, with 
ite argus-eyed watchmen, never detected the 
fraud which, upon the mere inspection of 
the papers, would have been evident to an 
average school-boy,—that is, if the boy had 
been honest. Somehow or another, a 
million of the public money has been 
stolen, and every one of the high- 
toned gentlemen and the high-priced officials, 
each with his hand upon his heart, has avowed 
his entire inmnocehce of complicity. In 
answer to the question, What has become of 
the money? there is a general admission that 
it was stolen, but that any person did the 
stealing is resolutely: and unanimously 
denied, and the jury so find. 

The community is familiar with the pro- 
ceedings leading up tothe indictment of 
several persons concerning this robbery. We 
have published the sworn statement of a 
member of the Grand Jury as to the per- 
sistent efforts made at Washington to keep 
from the Grand Jury the facts, and to defeat 
any investigation at all. Also that.this jury- 
man was summoned at the request of one of 
the accused persons, who informed him that 
he, the defendant, was allowed to select six 
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pear as & full-fledged’ Bourbon, hobnobbing 
with Buacksvgn and his Northern toadies. 
He has completely abandoned the National 
Liberals, who have hitherto given him his 
great power in Parliament, and gone over to 
the Conservatives, who are Protectionista, 
and to the Centre, which is mainly made up 
of Ultramontanes, Bismanox never remains 
with a party which he cannot control and 
use for his own purposes. The National 
Liberals having manifested hostility to many 
of his repressive measures against the Social- 
ista, and more particularly against his scheme 
of a protective tariff by which he proposes 
to increase the revenues of the State in 
order to meet the tremenduously in- 
creased military expenditure, he has deliber- 
ately quit them and once more has control of 
Parliament, though by a complete change of 
front. In advocating Protection he has es- 
poused the cause of the farmers, who want 
to exclude Russian and American grain and 
cattle, and thé manufacturers, who want to 
rule out English coal and fron and make & 
home market for their own products. He 
has carried his Protective measures, likewise 
a new Railroad bill which is intended to intro- 
duce cheaper carriage for heavy goods, and a 
bill which imposes retrospective duties on 
the import of tobacco, and with these and 
other similar measures he expects to derive a 
revenue which will enable him to keep up 
the army, aad with it his. own supremacy. 
In order to do this he has not only had to 
gain favor with the Oonservatives, but to 
make concessions to the Ultramontanes, 
The latter has not been a very difficult 


task, for the Emperor hag never been con- 


sidered as very friendly to the Faxcx laws, 
and BWA himself, though he has had a 
bitter contest with the Vatican, has been 
principally led to wage it because the Ultra- 
montanes were hostile to his purposes. When 
the time came, however, that they were op- 
posed to Socialism and in favor of Protec- 
tion, and were ready to join hands with him 
on these measures, the Faron laws were not 
allowed to stand in the way. He made the 
concessions they demanded, and with their 
aid he carried his Tariff bill, 

The results of his change of front are that 
he will make Germany a Protectionist coun- 
try; he will obtain the revenue sufficient to 
keep up his army; he will secure the infu- 
ence of the Vatican in his war with Social- 
iam.

The probable 
effect will be to make them radical, and 
gradually bring them to a position where an 
alliance with the Socialists will be inevitable. 
Should this occur, he will be confronted with 
a bitter and powerful opposition, whose 
ranks will be continually swelled by acces- 
sions from the discontented people. Though 
triumphant at thé moment, he has placed 
himself in a dangerous position, and may 
find himself, when next he has to appeal for 
popular support, in an emergency from which 
there is no escape.

A mass-meeting of and brick- 
layers was held at No. 82 West Randolph street 
last nicbt, called, it is understood, by the Com- 
mittee who have been looking over the City- 
Hall with a view of discovering imperfections in 
the work. There were about seventy-five pres- 
ent. Peter Mahr, President of the Bricklayers’ 
Union, was elected Chairman, Barney Lightfoot 
and Daviel Freeman Vice Presidenta, and h. A. 
Stowell Secretary. 

Patrick Hanley stated the object of the meet- 
ing to be to bear the views of the Union Com- 
mittee and the Citizens’ Committee regarding 
the Citv-Hall.. It was the desire, be said, to 
show the people of Chicago that the Committees 
were not attempting to bulldoze any one. 

Judge Felch was called on fora s and 
said he had taken some interest in myesti- 
gation, because he was satisfied a wrong was be- 
ing done the workmen of Chicago The 
contractors had advertised to pay $2 a day and 
beard. This brought a horde of men to this city, 
who had taken the work and money which right- 
fully belonged to local tradesmen, whose fam- 
ilies were actually suffering.

THE TRANSVAAL BOERS. 


Preparing to Invest Pretoria—Reasons for 
Lord Chelmsford's Demaud for Reinforce- 
ments, 

The following information may explain the 
reason of Lord Chelmsfcrd’s urgent demand for 
reinforcements: ‘“ Advices from Maritzburg to 
May 9 state that official information has been 
received at the Colonial Office, Pietermaritz- 
burg, that since Sir Bartle Frere left Pretoria the 
Transvaal authorities have been unable to re- 
strain the Boers. The Boers say that as the 
High Commissioner has not handed them back 
their country they will take it by force. They 
are making preparations to invest, but not to 
attack, Pretoria. A request has been sent by 
ofliviais to Lord Chelmstord to send troops to 
overawe mem. No European favorable to the 
British Government is saie outside the town. 
The Boers ha ve se ted themselves into pur- 
ties, and occupy different approaches to the 
town, and have determined that po wagons 
shall go mn. They have given military names to 
their stations outside Pretoria. This state of 
things cunnot of course be allowed to exist, and 
in the event of the Boers failing to attack Pre- 
toria they wall be attacked. ‘The town has been 
placed in au efficient state of defense. Guns 
have bevu placed in position to command the 
Cburch Uare and the several approach- 
es to it. itrailleuses bave been stationed to 
eweep the whole of Church street, and the guns 
at the camp cover the different passes and roads 
leading into Pretoria. rs have been es- 

ished inside the town,—one in the port, one 
in Heidelburg road, one near the Botanical Gar- 
dens, and one at Shoeman’s farm. Boer spies 
are i ¢ Pretoria, aud go about in parties of 
two or three, peering through the loopholes of 
the fortifications. Provisions bave reached an 
extravagant price, and it is expectea that guns

F. C. S. G 
Water Waste. \ 

To the Editor of The Tribune. ‘ 

CMO, June 8.—You have called attention 
to the enormous waste of water in this city, ana 
to the near necessity, in consequence, of large 
additional taxation and expenditure to supply it. 

I think this threatened necessity might be 
averted, and the extraordinary waste stopped 
by enforcing, through the police, exigting regu- 
lations made to govern the use of water; also, 
by more equitable and discriminating charges 
tor it. 

During ten years’ experience in housekeeping 
I have never known a policeman to take any no- 
tice of the most willful waste, not even when 
his attention was called to it, and when the 
whole neighborhood was suffering from a short 
supply. In fact, 1 have never known one of 
“the force“ () who kuew or cared about en- 
forcing any city ordinance whatever. But if at- 
tention to this point was declared to be an im- 
portant part of a policeman’s dutv, and a few 
dismissais made for neglect of it, I feel sure 
that much of the waste and loss would cease, 

That one-third of the Water used in Chicago 
is wasted in barns and alleys is, I think, a fair 
estimate. Such is my o vation. For this 
water no charge is made. Of course, what 
seems to cost nothing, or somebody else, is wast- 
ed, and taxpayers generally foot the bilis. A 
dollar a year is indeed brotessedly charged for 
every common horse; but buggies and carts, 
which use up, when washed, with the horse, 
hundreds of tons daily, and tax our pumping- 
works to the extent of probably one-fourth of 
their power, pay—nothing. Now, a taxof $2 for 
a cart and $5 for every coach or buggy, though 
it would but inadequately pay for all the water 
used or wasted by them, would yet be a step 
toward a fairer distribution of the burden of the 
cost of water. 

W benever our city authorities shall be about 
the business of making equitable the water- 
taxes by charging proportionally the actual con- 
sumers thereof I would suggest that they con- 
sider the propriety of charging, as far as prac- 
ticable, per capita, and not as vow by frontage, 
except in the case of maygufactories and the 
trifle extra for two or more families. Under 
the present system | pay according to frontage 
and hight, which makes my water-tax $11 per 
head, my family being two. Now, my neighbor 
next dur has the same frontage and pays the 
same tax; but his family is twelve, and he con- 
sumes ten times and wastes twenty times as 
much water as I, all at a cost co him of less than 
81 per head. Is this just? Yet such is the 
present system, which, I submit, is wholly un- 
suited to a metropolis promising soon to num- 
ber a million of inhabitants. L. 


Sewage Reform. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaao, June 8.—In your last Sunday edi- 
tion appears an article on the subject of the 
desposition of sewage; and the danger to be 
apprehended from its mixing with our lake 
water, which, in the opinion of the writer, is 
both timely and to the point, and should attract 
the general attention of the public. Ihe same sub- 
ject has been in the thoughts of the writer for a 
long time past, but have refrained from writing 
anything on the subject because of the difficulties 
to be encountered in bringing about a reform in 
our sewerage system, tinanciallv and otherwise. 
But the matter is gradually assumingsuch a form 
that in the not very fer future action of some 
kind must be taken. What this action is is the 
difficuit point. The flowing off of our sewage 
into the canal and Mississippi is an expedient 
which will prove but temporary, as it cannot be 
expected that the inhaditants along the rivers 
will long endure such an abomination. ‘here 
are many reusons why they should and will 
not, both sanitary and equitable. That such a 
disposition of sewage cannot be for time, is 
plain to all, for, if all the large cities should 
adopt such a plan, what would our great water 
highways be but death-breeding waters? And 
then, aside from all sanitary reasons, have not 
the inhabitants alogg these water-ways rights 
which we are bound to respect, or be compelled 
to by legislative or 22 action? What, then, 
is the true remedy for the great City of Chicago 
to adopt to cispose of ber sewage! The 
proposition to make our pure lake a common 
cess pool for this matter cannot, in the opinion 
of the writer, be tolerated for a moment, as it 
would be positively criminal to enter upoo a 
plan and make us drink the common refuse in 
our drinking-waier, and I take the liberty to 
warp all good citizens upon this point in time. 
aud 1 believe they will agree with me. That it 
is a positive crime to do this, will be clear to al! 
when once they drink the poisoned water. But 
we have good, o water now; let us preserve 
it in its pure state and let us not resort to the 
insane project pumping the poisonous liquid 
of the Nor ranch—for water it cannot be 
called—into the lake, because one man thinks 
it will not hurt. Let any one calculate 
for a moment the immense volume 
of foul water contained in Mat 
branch, and then in his imagination empty the 
same into the lake, and see whether reason will 
not suggest that it certainly will contaminaie 
the water around the crib and farther. But 1 
ask again, what is the true remedy which will 
last for all time aud never hurt, but do much, 
positive good? I enswer, let the projegt ad vo- 
cated by your correspondent, but thonght of 
also by others, be put into practical ration, 
only upon a more economical perbaps 
preferable plan, which engineers can dest suc- 
gest. But, in general, this is the plan: Let all 
our refuse sewage and excrescendes be flowed 
into a great basin, and jet it be prepared for 
farm use either in liquid form, so that it can be 
pumped, or let it be reduced by chemical pro- 
cesses to solid matter. This is the only solution 
which will endure for time, and, moreover, will 
prove a source of revenue. iLet it once be in- 
troduced iu IIlinois or other States and it will 
be in demand, for ite good qualities for that 

cannot be doupted. The same with 
the manures of the city; let them be gathered 
and manufactured ſor this purpose; and I 
Predict that, in a short time alter the establish- 
ment of such works, we will have no sewer-tax 
to pay, as it will pay ior itself. Are there 
doubters? Let any one examine the condition 
of illinois lands which have been planted for 
vears, and have not had sufficient restoratives, 
but are exhausted. Farmers wouid be glad to 
get it. It would thus solve a difficult question, 
that all refuse matter can be to good. 
I believe a stock compauy, organized upon a 
proper basis, would make money. Our present 
connections with the river could be closed, and 
in a few weeks the river would be as clean as 
the lake, and actually have fish in it, as it once 
had. No more nauseating smells from stopped- 
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sources, and credited to the Gen-

COAL CONTRACTS. 

The Committee on Public Service reprted 
upon the bids for coal, and recommended hat 
hard coal be used at the Insane Asylum bor 
Poor-House, Jail, and Criminal Court buildings, 
County Hospital, and Normal Scnool, and that 
the bid of Brackebush & Co. be accepted gt 
$4.45 per ton all round. The Committee ala 
recommended that the bid of 
Frunkey Bros. for Coal Creek, Ind., coal from 
the mines of McClellan & Pardee for the Coun- 
ty Agent be accepted at $2.80 per ton. The 
Committee were satisied from informa- 
tion obtained from our largest manufac- 
turers and consumers, and by information 
gained from the recent test at the Countr Jail, 
that the Coal Creek coal is the best coal that can 
be used for the price, and therefore recommend 
its use for kindling purposes in all the institu- 
tions where hard coal is need and soft coal re- 
quired for said purposes, 

Mr. Wheeler said thatnearly all the manufac- 
turers in this city were using Wilmington coal 
for steam purposes. He thought that the sys- 
tem they had adopted in a bir for coal 
was all wrong. They had allowed Tom, Dick, 
and Harry to come in and bid, and the Commis- 
sioners couldn’t tell what the bids were. He 
knew this, however, that thousands of dollars 
could be saved by the useof soft coal. 

County Engineer Raglin, who had been in- 
structed to make experiments with the coal pre- 
sented by the bidders, was brought before the 
Board and subjected to an examination by va- 
rious members. He said the hard coal present- 
ed was of a very inferior quality. The Wilming- 
ton coal was a very free burning coal; Coal 
Creek was good; Streeter coal he knew little 
about; if he were to select coal for the building 
he wou!d choose indiana cal. 

The report, said Mr. Fitzgerald, was not in 
harmony with the statement of the Engineer, 
and he moved that it be taken up item by item. 
This was done, whereupon Mr. Stewart spoke in 
favor of the report, while Mr. Wood thought it 
ought to be sent back to the Committee and 
bids be again advertised for. 

Mr. Fitsgerald said be would be in favor of 
such a motion but for one thing. He had been 
told that a member of the Board had the other 
day met several coal-dealers, who said that if 
they had thought they would have received any 
kind of courtesy at the hands of the County 
Board they would have sent in bids. He 
thought this a slur upon the Board. These 
gentlemen,” shouted Fitz, are no ‘hon- 
ester’ than we are. I've never seen since 
I entered the Board ny skullduggery 
in regard to bids for ceurty supplies.“ ‘The 
speaker went on at considerable length 
the gist of his talk being that Wilmington coal 
was the best for the county.

In the opinion of Mr. Wood it was unwise to 
restrict the bids to soft coal. 

Messrs. Fitzgerald and Ayars were in favor of 
Senne’s motion; Mr. Stewart was willing to 
adopt either soft or hard coal. He had found 
upon investigation that the majority of large 
consumers in the city were in favor of hard, but 
the general opinion of the Board ap to be 
against this, and he was willing to acquiesce, 
although he thought the consumers’ opinions 
ought to receive some consideration.

consumptives scattered through these hills and 
valleys. A fair crop of oats, however, has been 
harvested, while corn and cotton look well. But 
the agriculture of Western Texas, although im- 
portant and growing, will always be supple- 
mentary to its wealth of cattle, sheep, and 
horses. Fine grasses in great variety, clear 
mountain streams, beautiful scenery, and à re- 
markably dry, bracing air establish it at once as 
the home for stock and resort for invalids. 

This only in passing to the cattle drive of 
1879, which in numbers will not compare with 
that of last year or many previous seasons. : 
The causes are three at least,—constantly 
diminishing supply; low prices realized in 
Kansas last fall; and bigh figures at which stock 
is held here,—the average Texan not having felt 
as yet the bard times, and supposing still that 
he and bis fellow stock-raisers regulate the beef 
market of the United States. 

The ruinous practice of driving females out of 
the State is being felt, but not sufficiently to 
stop it. This, however, will e itself 
when cows now bringing $10 to $12 here cannot 
be had for less than $18. Then none but steers 
will be driven. 

Whether the horse-raisers, who for years past 
have been obliged to take $15 to $20 for their 
cow-ponies, feel that they have been as bad! 1 
treated as the blacks ot the Lower Mississippi 
know not, but certain @ is that in sending their 
little Spanish mares and colts in such large num- 
bers to the Kansas market they will better 
themselves little more than the negroes who are 
flocking to the same State. 

This horse-driving North assumed no definite 
proportions until 1878, when at least 2,000 Span- 
ish and balf-breed stock borses were thrown 
upon the Kansas market. About haif of these 
were disposed of, mostly to immigrants from 
the East, the old settlers being shy of uobroken 
Broncos. The remainder had to go into winter 
quarters, those surviving going upon the mar- 
ket this summer to compete with many a thou- 
sand more d the drive of 1879, how many it is 
difficult to estifhate. From the littie County of 
Kendall and a part of Blanco 700 head were 
driven six weeks ago, while one old horse-raiser 
alone, near Austin, is on the trail with 1,000 
more. 

And so it goes in this funny world. We call 
sheep stupid animals, because, among other 
traits; if one jumps over a precipice the whole 
flock follows. But is this habit peculiar to 
sheep? From the beginning of the War until 
1872, horse-men upon the frontier were kept 
poor by Indian raids. Since then, with occasional 
exceptions, they have been unmolested, 
and, although for inferior stock they 
haye had to accent low prices, 
improved colts have always paid them well. 
But, tired of their stock, which they risked their 
lives to defend, a few of them conceived the idea 
of forcing a market, either driving North upon 
9 pure uncertainty, or selling at home their 
“stock” borses, viz.: brood Rene e 
two and threes as they run, at from $6 to 67. 

This example, set by a few, has become the 
rule, until the hill country of West Texas seems 
likely to be stripped of brood mares at $9 to $10, 
that being the proportionate price for them when 
%6 to $7 is paid for the ave 

The sheep losses of last winter were not ex- 
&£2+rated ; but, following a series of prosperous 
yearsand succeeded by a favorable season with 
good trices for wool, the sheep men seem far 
from disseartened, and, as arule, determined, so 
lar as possvje, to avoid in future the errors of 
their previous management.

retary Sherman. 

If our dissatisfied competitors are willing to 
submit their machines to another test, we sag- 
gest that a board of experts equally competent 
and impartial, with that appointed by the Gor- 
ernment, be selected by the Directors of the 
Central Music Hall Company of this city. As 
they must soon purch elevators for the 
building now in process hof erection on State 
street, and as they certainly desire the safest 
and best in the market, and as the public will 
rely upon them to obtain no other, we propose 
that these Directors, who are all prominent 
business men with little time to investigate 
thoroughly the merits of the different machines 
now made, select three ex of well-known 
and eminent qualification, before whom specti- 
cations, plans, and bids from all elevator build- 
ers in the United States be laid for their accept- 
ance or rejection. We are willing to abide by 
their 2 although the President of the 
Crane ros. Manufacturing Company, and 
at least ove other large stockholder of the same 
Company, are Directors of the Hall Company. 

There is plenty of time for these experts, not 
only to decide upon the vrincipies employed in 
the various machines, but to test the capacity, 
economy, eſheieney, and safety in operation of 
such elevators as bidders may be able to place 
at their disposal. 

If it is objected that this will be expensive 
and that the Hall Companycanoot afford it, we 
will share the expense with them, or with any 
elevator manufacturer, and give the Chicago 
public the benefit of the investigation. 

Of course, we should expect the appointment 
of gentlemen fitted by education in theoretical 
— practical mechanies to give the matter the 
most intelligent consideration. They should 
also be of well-known reputation for impartial- 
ity and integrity. 

If this plan proves impracticable, we are will- 
ing to submit our machine to any other fair 
test, one public or private, thatcan be sug- 
gested. 

The card of Crane Bros. is full of statements 
we would like to answer, but we can hardly 
settle this matter satisfactorily to ourselves or 
the public in the newspapers. 

The autbors of the card do not seem to under- 
stand either the principles or the practical oper- 
ations of our machine, and their criticisms are 
therefore of little vaiue. 

We are confident we can satisfy any one in- 
terested in the matter that the gentlemen who 
made the report for the Governmeat fully un- 
derstood the principles of all elevator machines, 
and that they no es in the decision 
they rendered. 

Crane Bros. think it unfortunate that they did 
not submit a bid for their water-elevator; but, 
as the same style of machine was ol- 
fered by two other firms, and, after 
careful examination was rejected, we do 
not see how their hid would have made any dif- 
ference in the award. 

We use the report ot the Board of Experts in 
our advertisements because we think it legiti- 
mate, and believe it to be quite as satisfactory 
to the public as our own statements. It is our 
candid conviction that our machine is the dest 
in the market, and hence our willingness to 
submit it to any reasonable test. 

It is certain that we are supplying seven- 
eighths of all the passenger-elevators now sold 
in this country, and we believe that a few more 
investigations will give us the other eighth.
